Late returns in the counting of 


yesterday's ballots showed the na- 
tional government commanding a 
clear majority of the 615 teats In the 
next House of Commons, with tbe 
likelihood that Its final lead would 
be at least 200. 


The Labor party more than dou- 


bled Its strength and ousted the for- 
mer head of the national govern- 
ment. Ramsay Mac Donald, in Sea- 
nam, together with his son, Malcolm, 
the colonial secretary, who ran In 
Bassetlaw.

j late today, were swelling the number 
of government seats. 


Opposition Liberals suffered heavy 


losses as the voters chose between 
the national government and the La- 
bor party. 


The vote count up to 3 p. m. 


showed 
366 national 
government 


members had been elected to the 
Commons and that the popular vote 
for national government candidates 
was a majority of 1,300,000. 


How great tbe 
majority 
might 


actually be was not shown by these 
returns, although 
some estimates 


were that the 
government 
might 


have as much as 200 more seats 
than the opposition. The last ma- 
jority for the National 
government 


was 412 seats.

Paris (A?).—Einpwor Halle Sel- 


aasU'i right to tbe imperial crown 
of Ethiopia Is backed by a Parisian 
doctor who taught the king of king* 
how to speak and read French 


Doctor Vltallen, for seven years 


personal physician and advisor to 
Menellk II, backs his testimony with 
a photograph showing Halle Selassie 
fitting at Menellk's right hand dur- 
ing a court function. 


"Menellk 
always 
intended the 


throne to go to Halle Selassie, his 
grandnephew, Instead ot his grand- 
son, LiJ Yasu," Dr. Vltallen said. 
"He knew LIJ Yasu was unfit for the 
throne and .while I sat by his death- 
bed his friends were burying the im- 
perial crown. 


UncnMrtMMf EittBWfor VtfeJIt 


"LiJ Yasu, although he reigned for 


three years, never was crowned. 
When I left Ethiopia a }ear after 
Menelik's death all the work Men- 
elik had done was crumbling under 


"> Yasu's misrule." 


LiJ Yasu was deposed by public 


proclamation in 1916 when Zau- 
dltu, daughter of Menelik, was pro- 
claimed empress and Ilaile Selassie, 
then Ras Tafarl of Shoa, was named 
regent and heir to the throne. 


Dr. Vltallen sailed for Djibouti 


from Marseille in 1896, but before he 
arrived In the French port word ot 
his coming had reached Menelik II. 
Menellk, the first Ethiopian ruler to 
attempt to modernize his domain, 
had little faith in the incantations ot 
native doctors and sent VitaHen an 
imperial Invitation. 


Seveti Years In Palace 


The French doctor accepted and 


lived for seven years in the Imperial 
palace, acting as personal physician 
and advisor to Menelik. 


"When I first knew little Tatar!," 


said the doctor, explaining that ''Ta- 
farl" was Hatle Selassie's familiar 
name la the palace, "he was scarce- 
ly three years old. 


"After he had learned Amharlc 


from bis native teachers the em- 
peror turned him over to me and I 
taught 
him to read 
and 
write 


French. When I left he was almost 
bt-llngual and 1 hear he speaks well 
even now."

One benefit of stratosphere flying 


to "John Doe" is the possibility of 
more definite information on whether 
to take his umbrella with him to 
work and whether to put antl-fr«eze 
In the auto radiator. Knowledge 
gathered of winds and air current! at 
great heights are considered Impor- 
tant to more accurate weather fore- 
casting. 


Xew Light On Bacteria. 


On the 1934 flight it was found 


that at one level the wind was blow- 
ing at a rate of TO miles an hour, and 
other unexpected weather 
features 


were discovered. While such pecu- 
liarities would have only an Indirect 
effect on weather at the surface ot 
the earth, meteorologists believe that 
only b> studying such phenomena 
can more accurate weather forecast- 
ing be done. 


Dr. Lyman Briggs sees in the spore 


studies a possibility of new light on 
the live* and distribution of bacteria 
causing human and plant diseases. 
A tube with a sticky coating on the 
inside was dropped from th*-highest 
altitude of 
the 
flight,

spore* on the sticky substance. When 
the tube reached tbe Dottom of the 
stratosphere it was automatically 
sealed. 


Doctor Briggs Is director of the 


national bureau 
of standards and 


chairman of the scientific advisory 
committee of the National Geograph- 
ic society-army air corps strato- 
sphere flight. 


Prom this experiment it Is hoped 


to discover if spores live at the rare- 
fled heights and if they are similar 
to those lower down. 


Flying There Impractical. 


Mr. Doe isn't going to catch the 
"stratosphere express" for London, 
though, until a good deal more is 
added to the sum of fljlng knowledge. 


"At the present time It wouldn't 


be possible to build planes capable 
of commercial sen-Ice in the higher

Aqueducts. 
Section 480 of 


the New York City charter exempts 
"tbe aqueducts" from assessment and 
taxation. The City asks to have clas- 
sified as aqueducts or aa structures 
incidental thereto the dividing weir 
jvhlch separates the east and west 
basins of the reservoir, the channels 
In the floor of the reservoir, the gate 
chambers, pressure aqueducts, aera- 
tion basin and screen chamber. 
The 


greater portion of the water first en- 
ters tbe west basin and flows along 
a channel to the east basin where 
there is leas agitation and stir, and 
sediment sinks to the bottom. 
The 


other channels In the floor of the res- 
ervoir lead to the outlet at the dam 
where gate chambers 
control 
the 


flow of water through pressure aque- 
ducts to tbe aeration basin and 
screen chamber outside of but near 
to tbe reservoir. It was determined 
by the assessors that these struc- 
tures were a part of the storage res- 
ervoirs and were "other constructions 
necessary for the Introduction and 
maintenance of a sufficient supply of 
water" and were built and 
main- 


tained "for the purpose of prevent- 
ing contagion or 
pollution" (Sec. 


480, Greater New York Charter) and 
were subject to assessment. The ar- 
gument of the City is that as the 
weir separates tbe basins and tbe 
water flows from one basin to the 
other through channels and by sim- 
ilar means to the outlet at the dam, 
and 4s the aeration basin Is located 
outside the reservoir, the water flow- 
ing to it through the pressure aque- 
ducts and from there to the screen 
chamber, all of these structures are 
a part of the aqueduct system as dis- 
tinguished from tbe reservoir devoted 
to Impounding the water and making 
it potable. It was proper to assess 
the storage reservoir, the dividing 
weir, the channels, tbe aeration basin 
and the screen chamber, as all are 
structures, devised and Installed by 
the City for the purpose of impound- 
ing and making potable and pure the 
water which leaves the screen cham- 
ber to flow through aqueducts to the 
City of New York. 


The order and Judgment should be 


affirmed, with costs.
